Onteora School Enrollment 
Above Projected Figures

With new pupils still trickling 
in. enrollment in Onteora Cen­ 
tral Schools has reached 3.139 to 
date. 
•’That's 109 more than we had 
projected,” said superintendent 
of schools Dr. Harold R. Sny­ 
der at this week's meeting of 
the OCS school board. Noting 
that five dasroom s in one school 
range in size from 29 to 33 stu­ 
dents: that one first grade in 
Phoenicia School has 29 young­ 
sters; and Woodstock averages 
29. 30 and 30 in sixth grade 
rooms, Dr. Snyder voiced con­ 
cern about what he already con­ 
siders overcrowding. 
The West Hurley School, he 
said is barely m anaging to hold 
its own with most classes hav­ 
ing no more than 27 pupils. He 
noted that Woodstock and Ben­ 
nett are the buildings most af­ 
fected at this point by the ever- 
increasing 
school 
population, 
but that West Hurley is not 
“ particularlv comfortable.” 
Narrowing the Gap 
If all schools in the Onteora 
district 
are 
not 
at 
capacity, 
they are rapidly narrowing the 
gap. 
Says 
Dr. 
Snyder: 
“ We 
think 25 students per class is a 


m axim um level to do what we 
feel we should do . . . When we 
have 25 and 30 in a room, we 
are talking about a minimal 
program ; 
about the fact that 
we are no longer offering what 
Onteora has been able to give 
in the past.” 
What makes such a problem 
ev en more acute are what Onte­ 
ora s superintendent refers to 
as “ hidden cuts” put upon local 
school 
districts 
by 
the 
New 
York State legislature If he had 
to predict the future. Dr. Snyder 
said, he would have to say: 
“ It doesn’t look good!” 
Using the Board of Coopera­ 
tive

S e r v i c e s 
(BOCES) 
as an example, 
he 
pointed 
out: 
“ We 
will 
have 
spent 75 per cent of the amount 
of money necessary to operate 
this program at the local level 
in April, which is the new fis­ 
cal year for the state.

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Social Security Rise 


President Nixon's announcement that he will ask 


Congress for a 10 per cent increase in Soc ial Security 


payments, beginning April 1. led to an immediate pro­ 


posal by some House Democrats for an increase of 15 


per cent or more. The 25 million Americans helped by 


Social Security need this increase because of the rise in 


living costs since the 13 per cent increase of February, 
1968. 
Social Security hasn’t kept pace with the rising 
standard of living. Congress should consider January 1 
as the effective date. 
Chairman Wilbur Mills of the House Ways and Means 
Committee said he would hold hearings on the proposal 
this year, and he warned that higher taxes will be re­ 
quired to pay for an increase. The President had not 
mentioned a tax increase. 
In the campaign last year, Nixon argued for an “auto­ 
matic cost of living increase” in Social Security and Rail­ 
road Retirement benefits. When the cost of living goes 
up. benefits would go up automatically. 
Last January, President Johnson urged a 10 per cent 
increase in Social Security benefits and an increase of 
$1.7 billion in Social Security taxes to pay for it. He sug­ 
gested the tax rate be raised from 4.8 per cent to 5.2 
per cent for workers and employes beginning January 1. 
1971, on a taxable base of $9,000 up from $7.800. 
The Social Security tax has become onerous both for 
workers and employers. 
The government should take 
over payments to the blind, disabled and children. This 
is properly a federal responsibility, but workers' and 
employers’ tax funds have been used for these purposes. 
Their contributions should go to build the old age re­ 
tirement and survival fund. 


Of All Places! 


The National Labor Relations Board finds itself in a 
thorny predicament—like a family relations expert whose 
wife divorced him, or an expert on child rearing whose 
young ’un turned out to be the neighborhood brat. 
Employes of the NLRB are in a union and are seek­ 
ing a working contract with the board. Negotiations have 
dragged on now for eight months, but still no agreement. 
This is the same NLRB that has all the answers and 
often intervenes when disputes arise between unions and 
their employes. 
Maybe turnabout would be fair play, 
and the board should pull out of a hat the names of one 
firm and one union. The firm and the union would then 
each name an official who would ring the NLRB doorbell 
and explain they've come in the interests of peace.

GYM FEAR: (Q. > I am a boy of 15. I am not m aturing 
physically like I think I should. Taking a shower after gym 
is very em barrassing. Do you know where I can go for help?

(A.) Many boys have the same worry you do. Most of 
them are perfectly normal.
